The Talk of an Attack on the 
County Jail Continues, 


Other Coast Dispatches—A Sheriff in Trou. 
ble for Not Hlanging a Murderer—

By Telegraph to The Times. 
Fresno, Aug. 31.—[By the Associated 
Press.| Persistent rumors still prevail 
that two of the assassins. of Louis B. 
McWhirter are in custody, but the fact 
has not been made public, through fear 
of summary vengeance or some other 
cause. A vigilance committee com- 
prising many prominent citizens has. 
been organized. Public indignation is 
still ata high pitch, and fears have 
been expressed that an attack may yet 
be made upon the jail. Dr. Vincent 
and Lane, the two murderers confined 
there, might also suffer in the event of 
the jail being broken into by vigilantes. 
The funeral of McWhirter was held 
this morning from the family residence. | 
It is estimated that fully 1000 a, 
embracing the most prominent ° people 
of Fresno and many from San Francisco 
and other points, viewed the remains of 
the deceased. Prayer was offered by 
Rev. W. H. Martin. The sermon was 
delivered by Rev. T. H. B. Anderson, 
who deplored the tragedy and de- 
nounced the methods which had taken 
this noble man from. the community. 
He paida glowing tribute to the de- 


distracted with grief. The body was 
inclosed in a black cloth-covored cas- 
ket which was piled with floral offer- 
ings. The interment was made in the 
family plot in Mountain View Ceme- 
tery. 
One of the rumors rife is that a mask 
worn by one ofthe robbers has been 
identified bythe laundry people that 
washed the shirt from which it was 
made. 

A discovery that has set many per- 
sons thinkifg isthe absence from the 


city of two well-known persons of 
{bad repute, and who are known 
to have borne much $ill-feel- 


ing to the deceased. One of these 
left the city some time ago, saying he 
was going on a trip, but none of his 
friends seem to. knoav where ‘he is. The 
second man s seen last Monday 
morning abou€ 9 o’clock, but has 
not been around in the _ streets 
since then. Jt still believed 
tonight by many that there are 
men now in jail on suspicion of be- 
ing McWhirter’s assassins. The Sher- 
still denies thay any arrests were 
made. The authorities are hard at 
work on the case, and it is stated by 
those who pretend t6 know that a net 
of evidence is being woven through 
which the assassins will mot be able to* 
break. 

Aman has been-found ‘who saw a 
horse and wagon standing in the alley 
back of McWhirter’s on the night of the 
murder, and an important discovery has 
been madé in connection with the mask 
found on the scene of the tragedy. 

A very uneasy feeling prevails’ and 
the silence portends something impor- 
tant. @fhere was a rumor today that 
the jail would be visited by vigilantes 
tonight and that Dr. F. O. Vincent, the 
uxoricide, and Mike Blume and Lane, two 
other murderers, as well as the men ar- 
rested on suspicion of being Mc- 
Whirter’s assassins would be lynched. 
From other sources it is learned‘that it 
is merely intended to expel all. disrep- 
utable and criminal characters from 
the city and not make an attack en the 
jail. Thereisan undercurrent of. ex- 
citement and people are anxiously 
awaiting developments. 

The inquest was again postponed on 
account of Mrs. McWhirter’s inability 
to be present. Jt willtake place next 
Wednesday afternoon. The bar of this 
city met this morning and appointed 
acommittee to draw up appropriate 
resolutions on McWhirter. The court 
| then adjourned for a day out of respect 
to his memory.

New York, Aug. 31.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.] President Harrison ar- 
rived in this city this morning and left 
immediately for White Plains. He was 
joined here in his special car by Russell 
Harrison and Chairman Carter, of the 
National Committee, and all proceeded 
to Ophir Farm, the home of Whitelaw 
Reid. 

White Prame (N. Y.,) Aug. 31.—The 
President’s train arrived at 9:50. The 
party at once stepped into waiting car- 
riages and were driven to Ophir Farm. 

The President stated that his letter 
of acceptance would not be given out 
for publication today. Senator Platt 
was accompanied by John E. Milholland 
and when they arrived they were re- 
ceived on the piazza by Keid and D. 0. 
Mills. Platt Was at once conducted 
into the reseption room where 
a cordial meeting followed between the 
President and ex-Senator. The,citizens 
of White Plains serenaded President 
Harrison tonight, and before he leaves 
tomorrow morning, the President will 
hold a.reception jin the court of the 
house. 

After conferring with the President 
for almost +t uve, Platt, accom- 
panied by E/Miiholland, left Ophir 
farm and tookatrainfor New York. 
After Platt’s departure Senator Ald- 
rich remained closeted with the Presi- 
dent the greater part.of the afternoon 


At 7:80 Mr. Reid and his guests sat 
down to dinner. 

Just before the party repaired to the 
dining-room, the President received 
two dispatches, both of the same tenor, 
one from Secretary of the Treasury 
Foster and the other from Attorney- 
General Miller. They officially notified

On their arrival the robbérs went to 
the house and called Waterman out, be- 
lieving him to beaclerk at the bank. 
They presented revolvers and requested 
him to conduct -them to the bank and 
open the safe which he did. Four rob- 
bers entered, one remained outside in 
charge of a team and wagon in the 
street. While Waterman was opening 
the safe the Sheriff's posse entered from 
the rear and ordered the robbers to sur- 
render and throw uptheir hands. W. 
Brown fired at the officers and was shot 
in return by Constable Banks. Lyin 
on the floor Brown shot Deputy Mcleod 
inthe back. In the mélée the light was 
knocked out andthree or four of the 
robbers rushed into the street.

A Last Shot at the Tin-plate Liar 

The tin-plate liar has. been driven into 
his hole so completely that we hardiy 
ever hear of it nowadays. The last 
dgclaration he was heard to make be- 
fore retiring was that the tin-plate in- 
dustry may be growing up in this coun- 
try, but we are paying a dreadful price 
for it—$20,000,000 or 850,000,000 a 
year—whatever they figure that the 
amount of the tariff would be on all the 
tin consumed in this country. As he 
was sliding .away into obscurity, the 
tin-plate liar did not have time to note 
the fact that when America commenced 
to make tin plate prices in Great Britain 
dropped to a point never reached be- 
fore; that whether the American con- 
sumer buys at home or abroad, he gets 
his tin ata much less price than for- 
merly. If this,can be construed into 
buying the tit plate industry at too dear 
a price, the ‘consumer would probably 
be willing to stand some more of it. 

The house of N. & G. Taylor Company, 
of Philadelphia, recently published sta- 
tistics which prove that the average 
value of tin plate at the highest point 
reached each year for twenty-nine 
yéars compared with the present price 
was 100 per cent. higher than today. 
For the same period the average of 
lowest values reached was 63 per cent. 
higher than today. The statistics upon 
which these calculations are based are 
as follows:

upon the article, yet this state of affairs 
has been going on for years, and the 
Democrats have not complained of it.

SIXTEEN TO ONE. 


The Outfall Sewer Bonds Carried - 
a Practically Unanimous Vote. 


4 


‘No Opposition, and ‘in Consequence, but 
Little Interest Was Manifested—A 
Very Light Vote Polled— 
Official Returns. 


The outfall sewer bond election yes- 
terday passed off very quietly. It was 
generally conceded that the bonds 
would carry, and as there was no oppo- 


sition but little interest .was mani- 


fested. As a result a very light vote 
was polled, only about 2000 in the en- 
tire city, of which less than 200 were 
against the bonds. 

The election was held under the Aus- 
tralian ballot system, and afforded the 
first practical illustration of the new 
law. Although there were but two 
lines on the ticket, and consequently 
but two chances to make errors, the 
percentage of mistakes was very large. 
In a number of cases the wrong 
end of the rubber stamp was used 
to mark the ballot, while in others the 
cross was put inthe wrong place, and 
if the same carelessness is shown in the 
general election in making the tlckets, 
atleast a third of the ballots will be 
thrown out. Inthe case of the stamp, 
it is probable that ‘‘double-enders”’ will 
hereafter be used, and this will do away 
with one chance for making errors. In 
other instances, however, it will be 
necessary for the voters to read up on 
the law an@ thoroughly post them- 
selves, if they wish to have their bal- 
lots counted. 

All of the returns were filed with the 
City Clerk last evening, except those 
from the Seventh Ward, Deputy Luck- 
enbach remaining inthe office until 9 
o'clock to receive them. In the Sev- 
enth Ward the officers of election evi- 
dently thought that any time would do 
to file the. returns, for they went to 
their homes when their labors were 
concluded, and could not afterward be 
found.

Views of J J. Mellas-Obstacies tn the Way 
ot Harbor Baltlding—The Rival: 
Railways and Dead Man's 
Island. 


Los (Qgi.,) Aug. 81.—[To the 
Editor of Tas Tim Ihave read with 
care the article of Mr. Griffith, and the 


cut you publish this morning of the pro- 
harbor at Santa with the 
remarks of a ‘“‘business man.”’ The one 
seems to sipplement the other, and 
both are very impressive and persua- 
sive. A careful consideration of them, 
and an accurate knowledge of both 
places, leads me to the conclusion that 
something may be added to what has 
been said that will throw more light on 
the situation, 

In the good old time, the time of Con- 
cord coaches, village taverns and coast- 
wise boats —-the time before big railways 
were built or thought of—I was a sea- 
faring man, and ran into San Pedro on 
every trip. In that good time we an- 
chored our ship at a point where you 
cannot today navigate a flat-bottomed 
skif:~ Then there were twenty feet of 
water where today there is dry sand. 
This change has been brought about by 
the Government works. Before these 
works were constfucted the silt was de- 
posited in the ocean and the tide and 
coast. current carried it away. Now 
the bréakwater intercepts the coast 
current and the deposit is protected. 

The theory of the Government's work, 
as now constructed, is an open way 
from the river’s natural waterway into 
the sea, protected on both sides by long, 
meandering lines of rock. This has re- 
suited, as it was bound to do, in a 


water. It must pass out at one of the 
openings or both of them. Which? 
Whichever -it is will not this break- 
water become a and a 
sand-holder? 

To my mind these are serious ques- 
tions. And when you considet that all 
the shore water finds its only outlet into 
this inner harbor, their significance be- 
comes emphasized, That the waters 
of the San Gabriel River can be 
diverted from this proposed har- 
bor at great cost is undoubt- 
edly true; but this water represents but 
asmall percentage of the water that 
during heavy rains finds its way into 
this harbor. I have frequently seen 
every one of the depressions that lead 
out from San Pedro, with their branches 
extending up into the surrounding hills, 
all full of-rushing water, running 
through a loose, sandy soil; this water 
necessarily carries a large percentage 
of silt. This silt must settle some- 
where. With a long and méandering 
channel through the inside harbor that 
will have to depend upon its own cur- 
rent to flush itself, where , will this soil 
find a lodgment-—when the new works 
are completed? Will it not fill up the 
present harbor, leave the Terminal Com- 
pany in shoal water and the Southern 
Pacific alone in deep water? This will 
compel the Terminal Company to cross 
the gap, intercept the shore current 
and then your harbor becomes a box 
into which this soil will all be dumped. 

For myself, I cannot comprehend the 
situation at all if the proposed harbor 
at San Pedro will not be owned by the 
two railways named, or by one of them. 
If this is true, it will not give-us the 
competition we must always have to 
prosper. For the reasons I have given | 
Ido not believe a harbor, in any fruit- 
ful sense of the word, can be made at 
San Pedro; but if itcan, and it be made 
on the lines proposed, then it will 
surely be the private property of the 
railways named, or one of them. To 
any one who knows the shore currents 
at Santa Monica, with the knowlege 
in mind, let him examine the contour 
of the Santa Monica shore line, the 
proposed breakwater as shown in the 
cut published by vou this morning, 
and a glance will show him a 
harbor. It will be swept clean - by 
the current; and behind it, any ship in 
any wind can ride at anchor and can 
‘sailto and from her anchorage. But 
this is not all, for, with this harbor 
constructed as outlined, every one who

A harbor is a place where everything 
that sails can come in and go out at 
will, and where vessels cam safely ride 
at anchér, no matter how hard the wind 
may be nor from what quarter. 

All deep-draught vessels must today 
anchor outside, if they have any busi- 
ress to transact at San Pedro, and load 
or discharge by lighters. Because of | 
this, every pound shipped to or from _ 
San Pedro by big ships adds enormously | 
to the expense of its shipment. This 
fact represents a margin Praine us, 
and this margin, in these days of hot 
competition and close bargaining, will 
undo us. 

Therefore something must be done 
with San Pedro if the ‘harbor is to be 
there. But what? ,The only plan 
adopted by the Government engineer, 
and the one that will probably be 
adopted if the harbor isilocated at San 
Pedro, is the construction of a break- 
water 4000 feet long off Point Firmin. 
Roughly I have attempted to outline 
this by the following sketch: 

The dotted line shows the proposed 
breakwater. All the land lying to the 
north and west of the channel is the 

rivate property of the Southern 
Pacific Company. From their present 
track terminal to the Government's 
reservation line inclosing the light- 
house, this company owns. To my 
Across 
the channel, and reaghing to the sea, 
the Terminal Railway .Company own 
the land. This is the second significant 
fact to be considered. If the harbor is 
constructed, will it notbe for the benefit 
of these two companies?. If it is one 
that, by reason of land ownership by 
these two companies, ean be controlled 
by them, then hosv will the harbor 
benefit us? Will not the money that 
will be expended in the construction of 
this harbor be for the benefit of these 
two companies, and of yo real benefit 
to Los Angeles? _ 

But will the proposed work give us a 
harbor? To a layman it represents 
neither sense nor reasgn. It is a box 
into which the river current runs and 
into which the wash from the land dumps 
itself. The breakwater at Santa Mon- 
ica, as proposed, gives a wide open way 
at each end that will not interfere with 
the shore current of the sea. Itis this 
shore current that must be relied upon 
to carry awaythe wash into the sea. 
Examine the above sketch and then 
place your finger on the open way for 
this current behind the proposed works 
at San Pedro. .The San Pedro advo- 
cates tellus that it lies between the 
north end of the proposed 4000 feet 
breakwater and Dead Man's Island. 
This open way, then, must be main- 
tained or the current~will be inter- 
cepted and.the basin filled. To keep it 
open effectually shuts off the Terminal 
company from deep water.

The Question of Distances Has Two Sides— 

The Nicaragua Canal. 
- San Pepro, Aug. 31.—|Tothe Editor 
of Tue Times.| Los Angeles and the 
country of which it is the commercial 
center ought to have a harbor where 
any kine of ocean-going vessels can lie 
in safety and discharge and receive 
freight and passengers easily and 
quickly. Some people evidently think 
Santa Monica isthe best place for it. 
It is claimed that it is nearer to Los 
Angeles by four to six miles. It is 
claimed that it is several miles— 
twenty-five or thirty—nearer to San 
Francisco and Northern ports. “What 
else? Well, that.is about all, except 
that the Southern Pacific Railroad is in 
favor of Santa Monica, which claim 
onght to arouse a suspicion of possible 
self-interest on the part of the railroad; 
for corporations do consider their owh 
interests, and the Southern Pacific is 
not celebrated for considering or even 
allowing the interests of any kind of a 
competitor; and once in virtual posses- 
sion.of a deep sea harbor at Santa 
Monica, might so manage the access to 
it as to absorb the lion’s share of its 
benefits. 

At San Pedro there is already a 
competing line, the Los Angeles Ter- 
minal, with a possibility of the 
‘coming of another road—the Santa Fé 
—for Timms’s Point, with very consid- 
erable room for terminal facilities, and 
in reach by wharves of the proposed 
deep-sea harbor, isstili owned by private 
persons, and can be purchased and 
reached by a railroad. 

Thus there would be two, and prob- 
ably three, roads running from’Los An- 


at Santa Monica there is no assurance, 
probably no possibility, of ‘more than 
one. 

In the matter of distance from the 
North there is no doubt two dozen miles 
in favor of Santa Monica, but when we 
receive and ship as we must,: before 
very long, do, by the South very largely 
—the Nicaragua Canal is only a ques- 
tion of time—then the shorter distance 
will be in favor of San Pedro, though 
the shortening would not amount ‘to 
much either way. The distance. from 
Los Angeles to Santa Monica is no 
doubt a little less than to San Pedro— 
eighteen miles against. twenty-four— 
which is really the only argument in 
favor of the former place. 

The engineers will doubtless deter- 
as other engineers 
have done before, which is the best and 
cheapest place for a harbor, and they 
know much more about it than we as 
citizens know, and are no doubt men 
who are not working in the interest of 
any corporation or individuals. San 
Pedro can afford to abide by what they 
say, and she has good reason to expect 
also, as she has had in the past, the fav- 
orable consideration of the business 
men and capitalists of Los Angeles.

. cent Decision, 


On June 2 last, the Board of Super- 
visors of this county, with the view of 


what were believed to be abuses of office 
on the partof certain justices of the 
peace, changed the bountaries of the 
township of Los Angeles, so as to com- 
prise the ‘election precincts of Los An- 
‘geles.city, 1 to 45 inclusive, Burbank, 
Glendale, Garvanza, and La Cafjada, 
vwithin the Second, Third and Fifth Sd- 
pervisorial Districts.’’ 

It was the intention of the board at 
the time the changes were made that 
‘the same should not take effect imme- 
diately, the Supervisors being of the 
opinion that their action would not af- 
fect those holding office at the present 
time until the expiration of their terms. 
As a matter of fact they did not believe’ 
that they had the power to legislate an 
official out of office, and for that reason 


little was said of the matter at the time. |} 


The probabilities are, however, that a 
somewhat serious complication will en- 
sue upon this action. 

The officials whom the Board of Snu- 
pervisors had in mind whenthe changes 
were made were Justices P. E. King 
and S. G. Bartholomew of the township 
of Los Angeles. These two magistrates 
held court in the suburbs, the one at 
Burbank ané@ the other at Garvanza, 
and although the board had nothing 
definite upon which to base direct accu- 
sations there were “unmistakable indi- 
cations that neither was averse to 
‘‘making~ business’? when times were 


dull and the prospects of a_ suffi- 
ciency of fees poor. <As_ above 
stated, however, the board did 


not believe it had the power to oust 
either of these justices out of office, be- 
cause their terms had not yet expired. 
After the bsundaries had been changed 
L. Stanton, Justice of the Peace in and 
for the township of Los Angeles city, 


merely as a precautionary measure, pre- | 
’ sented a petition to the Board of Super- 


visors, signed by a number of promi- 
nent citizens, asking for his reappoint- 
ment as} justice of the peace in and for 
the township of Los Angeles. Accord- 
ingly the board appoiuted Him as such, 
and yesterday he filed his official bond 
in the sum of $10,000 and duly quali- 
fied. 

A few days ago Justice P. E. King 
moved his court into this city.and estab- 
lished himself in ex-Justice Savage’s old 
quarters in the Temple Block, claiming 
that he had as much right to hold court 
here as Justice Stanton. 

The —. then arose as to whether 

roma legal standpoint he was 
correct. | 

That the Board of Supervisors had a 
right to change the boundaries of the 
township is very evident from section 
25, subdivision 2 of the _ so-called 
Government Act’’ of 1891, 
and thatinso doing it created a new 
township is equally obvious. 

The creation of a new township un- 
doubtedly created a vacancy, and sec- 
tion 111 of the Code of Civil Procedure 


-- @xpressiv provides that the Board of 


Supervisors shall appoint an eligible 
person to fold the office of justice of 
the peace when a vacancy occurs. Sec- 
tion 107 of the same code also provides 


that ‘“‘in case the townships—of—any— 


county are hereafter changed or al- 
tered, the Board of Supervisors of such 
county shali make provision as to what 
justices shall be successors of the jus- 
tices.of the townships so changed or al- 
tered.’’ 

As section 58 of the County Govern: 
ment Act provides that when gq city 
which has two city justices is embodied 
in a township, there shall be but one 
justice, for the township, it is very evi- 
dent that as the Board of Supervisors 
has alréady appointed Justice Stanton, 
he alone can hold office in the township, 
provided, of course, that the action of 
the boardin changing the boundaries 
of the township created a new one. 

' The only question, theretore, that re- 
mains to be decided isas to whether or 
not the Board of Stpervisors had the 
power to legislate Justices King-and 
Bartholemew out of office. The Su- 
preme Court of this State has on sev- 
eral accasions been called upon to pass 
upon this question and its most recent 
decision was in the case of Ford vs. the 
Board of State Hatbor Commissioners, 
‘(81-Cal. 19,) in which an appeal was 
taken to determine the question of ‘the 
board to discharge the appellant, a col- 
lector, before the expiration of. his 
term of office, without cause except that 
his services were no longer needed. 


The ¢ourt says, in connection with this 


a fe ‘Whenever the people directly or 
through the Legislature, clothe any depart- 
ment of the Government, or any of its 
boards or officers, with power at discretion 
to create an office, they clothe it with a like 
power to abolish the same office.*’ In asim- 
ilar manner does the court pass upon this 
question in the cases of People vs. Squires 
{14 Cal. 13) and Poople vs. Banvard (27 
Cal. 475.), 


It is generally..cofeeded that the 
Board of Supervisors of the county has 


the power to create a new township, | 


and it follows therefore that it also cre- 
-ates the office of justice of the peace 
for such. township. In the line of the 
above decisions it is obvious that the 
power to abolish such an: office is alsé 
vested in the board; and, this being so, 
it would seem that Justices King and 
Bartholomew are no longer county of- 
ficials.
